TEN DEAD FOLLOWING RAID 


ON ZEPPELINS IN BRITAIN 


Night Attack Destroys Dwellings, and 


Kills Women and Children 


(By United Press) 


London, Sept. 9.— XtaT persons are 


known to have been killed in last 
night's raid of three zeppelins on the 
east coast of England. Three others 
are missing and believed to be 
buried under debris of wreckage 
buildings. Forty- three persons were 
injured. 


"Last night three zeppelins drop- 


ped bombs on the east coast," said the 
official statement. "Two men, tlr.ee 
women and five children were killed. 
Four men, nine women and nine chil- 
dren were slightly injured. 
A man 


and two women are missing and are 
believed to have been buried under 
the debris. Fifteen small dwelling 
houses were destroyed or seriously 
damaged. Our anti-craft guns were 
in action, but our aeroplanes were un- 
able to locate the enemy."

TEN DEAD FOLLOWING RAID 


ON ZEPPELINS IN BRITAIN 


Night Attack Destroys Dwellings, and 


Kills Women and Children 


(By United Press) 


London, Sept. 9.— XtaT persons are 


known to have been killed in last 
night's raid of three zeppelins on the 
east coast of England. Three others 
are missing and believed to be 
buried under debris of wreckage 
buildings. Forty- three persons were 
injured. 


"Last night three zeppelins drop- 


ped bombs on the east coast," said the 
official statement. "Two men, tlr.ee 
women and five children were killed. 
Four men, nine women and nine chil- 
dren were slightly injured. 
A man 


and two women are missing and are 
believed to have been buried under 
the debris. Fifteen small dwelling 
houses were destroyed or seriously 
damaged. Our anti-craft guns were 
in action, but our aeroplanes were un- 
able to locate the enemy."
